Claims 1 and 35 have been cancelled. Claims 3, 6-7, 9, 21-25, 27, and 38-42 have been 
amended.

This response cancels claims 1 and 35. Claims 3, 5-9, 12-15, 20-34 and 36-42 are 
pending in the application. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as anticipated by Yu et al., 
US Patent No. 6,184,155. Claims 6-7, 9, 12-15, 20-21, 24, 26, 27, and 30-31 are rejected under 
35 USC 102(e) as anticipated by Luoh et al., US Publication No. 2003/0017670. Claims 3, 5, 8, 
22-23, 25, 28-29, 32-34 are rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as unpatentable over Luoh et al. 
Claims 36-38 are rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as unpatentable over Chang et al., US Patent No. 
6,599,801 in view of Xing et al., US Publication No. 2003/0124873. Claims 39-42 are rejected 
under 35 USC 103(a) as unpatentable over Yu et al.
